MEMORIAL DAY has beco me a day 


which seem s to signal the start o f t h e 
Summer ho liday seaso n at reso rts and o th­ 


er spo ts. But, at ho me o r aw ay , few peo ple 


fail to giv e tho ught in so m e m easure to the 


purpo se fo r which the day is set apart — 


the rem embrance and ho no ring o f the na­ 
tio n’s military dead. Many also take it as 


an o ccasio n to v isit grav es o f their lo v ed 
o nes who nev er wo re unifo rms. 


Memo rial Day had its beginning in what 
seem s to hav e been a spo ntaneo us gesture 


in sev eral co m m unities fo llo wing the end 
o f the Civ il War. 
After Lee's surrender 
flo wers were placed o n war grav es in wide* 
Iv scattered to wns and cities thro ugho ut 
the war-weary states. The first f o r m a l 
m o v e fo r these tributes cam e in 18 6 8 when 
Maj. Gen. J o hn A. Lo gan, co mmander-in- 
chief o f the Grand Army o f the Republic, 
called 
o n 
his 
fo llo wers to deco rate the 
grav es o f their co m rades. Rho de Island, 
acting in 18 7 4, w as the first state to set 
Deco ratio n Day apart as a legal ho liday . 
Only fo ur m en who fo ught in the Civ il 
War were aliv e o n the ev e o f Memo rial 
Day , 19 56 . One w as a Unio n v eteran; the 
o thers fo ught fo r the So uth. And ev en as 
the Blue and Gray lines hav e faded with 
the y ears so hav e the ranks o f the sur­ 
v iv o rs o f later w ars been thinned by time. 
Of ev ery fiv e men who fo ught in the Span- 
ish-American War o nly o ne is aliv e to day . 
One o f ev ery three A m ericans in unifo rm 
during Wo rld War I is dead as is o ne in 
ev ery nine who fo ught in Wo rld War II. 
As the ranks o f surv iv o rs o f o ne war fi­ 
nally thin to no thingness there are the fad­ 
ing lines o f ano ther co nflict to take their 
places. Such is the histo ry o f o ur tim es. 
The tim e w as when M emo rial Day w as 
called just as o ften by its o ther nam e, D ec­ 
o ratio n Day . It m ay o ccur to the o lder citi­ 
zen. o n lo o king back, that perhaps the al­ 
ternativ e nam e gav e m o re dram atic sig­ 
nificance to the day , was perhaps 
mo re 
easily ev o cativ e o f the mo o d suited to the 
purpo se fo r which it was set aside. 
The nam e Deco ratio n Day w as o f itself 
a reminder to y o ung and o ld alike that the 
seaso n had co m e fo r setting o ut Spring 
flo wers and sm all flags o n the grav es o f 
the natio n’s hero es, that the o ccasio n w as 
o ne no t ex clusiv ely fo r picnics o r a v isit to 
the lo cal ball park. 
It wo uld no t be inappro priate at t h i s 
tim e to rededicate o urselv es to the o lder 
and mo re m eaningful custo m .

Two Energy Builders

CEREALS and breads are just 
about the cheapest energy foods 
we can buy . Both contain protein 
for growth and rebuilding of body 
structure. 
Thiam in, or vitam in B l. is 
found in whole grain, enriched or 
restored breads and cereals and 
is im portant to y ou for m any re a ­ 
sons. It helps create a good appe­ 
tite, sound nerves, strong muscles 
and it helps prevent fatigue. 
Iron is the m ineral added to 
enriched products. It is helpful 
in building rich, red blood. 
In some milling processes, the 
im portant outer coats of grains 
which contain valuable vi amins 
and minerals, are removed. This 
means the grains m ust be e n­ 
riched to regain m uch of their 
nutritive value. 
You can usually identify m e 
whole grain cereals by their rough 
tex ture and slightly dark color 
Generally they are made from 
the entire kernel of wheat, oats, 
corn and rice. 
Read Labels 
For the most part other cereals 
ire either enriched or restored. 
But this is not alway s true. So, it 
is a good idea to read the label 
on cereal packages to make sure 
they are whole grain, enriched or 
restored. 
Most white bread now is en­ 


riched. However, much of the 
flour y ou can buy is not. Again, 
better read the labels carefully . 
You know th a t cereals make 
^ood breakfast foods and th a t 
they can even be used as desserts. 
as in oatm eal cookies. 
But th e re ’s anoth er way y ou 
can work them into y our menu 
which probably will save y ou 
money as well as give y ou their 
ex tra nutritional value.

Here’s a suggestion for a “m eat 
stre tc h e r”—a m eat loaf with oat­ 
meal. The following 
recip e serves 
four persons: 
I ib. ham burger steak 
I medium diced onion 
I c. uncooked oatmeal

In tsp. pepper 
Mix all the ingredients th or­ 
oughly . Place them in a greased 
tin and bake in a moderate oven 
for about 45 min. You can serve 
the loaf hot or cold.

ASHEVILLE, N. C. <JW-Once 
upon a time there was a boy 
born here IOO y ears old at his 
birth. Or so he alway s felt. 
He was the y oungest of eight 
children, the “ baby ” in the fam ­ 
ily . He was a strange child, thin 
and pale-faced, 
and 
given 
to 
long brooding silences. He wore 
dresses until he was at least 3. 
His mother didn’t cut his should­ 
e r length curls 
until 
he 
w'as 
nearly 9. 
His father, who carved and 
fold 
tombstones, 
could 
quote 
Shakespeare and the Bible end­ 
lessly . These things may 
ha\e 
helped give the boy his early 
preoccupation with 
death 
and 
time and literature. 
The boy , Tom Wolfe, grew in­ 
to a raw-boned giant 6 feet S’i. 
His mind matched his stature. In 
a lonely room 
in 
London 
he 
wrote 
a 
classic 
first 
novel, 
“ Look Homeward, Angel,” which 
told of his lost y outh and every 
m a n’s heart hunger for a prev­ 
ious time gone by . 
He was just 29, arid the world 
acclaimed bun as a new liter­ 


ary titan. But many folks here 
thought Tom had been too brut­ 
ally frank in portray ing both his 
family and his townspeople. 
For y ears Tom felt himself an 
outcast, more 
lost 
and 
lonely 
than ever. But before his death 
in 1938 time softened the anger 
of citizens here, and today he is 
recognized as Asheville’s 
most 
famous son. 
The town has made a museum 
of the 
old 
rambling 
22-room 
white clapboard house in which 
he dream ed as a boy , 
and 
in 
which his mother, Julia, some 
times cooked for as m any as 35 
to 40 sum m er boarders. 
Thousands of visitors make a 
pilgrimage here each y ear. They 
are 
people

Tom 
through his books, 
which 
still 
sell widely . They range

presidents, but many are y oung 
students.

Mrs. Wheaton, who is IO jt-ars 


older than Tom 
and 
was 
the 
closest m em ber of the family 
to him in life, resembles him 
phy sically . She is tall and shares 
his tremendous energy , his gus­ 
to for living. She was a singer 
in her y outh. 
“ Tom alway s said he was IOO 
y ears old when he was bom .” 
she said, “ and I think he really 
was.” 
She guided me into the parlor 
past two fading hallway mottoes 
that said, “ Do Hight and Fear 
Not ’ and “ Peace be Unto This 
House.” 
She^ sat down at an ancient 
upright piano and play ed a few 
bars 
from 
Stephen * Foster s 
“ Beautiful D ream er.” 
“ The whole family used to like 
to sing that,” 
she 
rem arked. 
“ Tom liked all tuneful things.” 
The old - fashioned 
furniture 
was marked with the signs of 
much usage. Every thing in the 
house bore the signature of vig­ 
orous past life. 
Mabel led me to the room in 
w'hich had been put Tom's furn­ 
iture from his New York apart 


ment and his 
two 
ty pewriters. 
His worn leather briefcase lean­ 
ed against a table leg on the 
floor, as if he had left it there 
only a moment before and would 
soon be back. The furniture was 
old and worn. 
“ Tom really never had any ­ 
thing fine in his life,” said his 
sister, and I felt sad. 
After leaving Mrs. Wheaton I 
went out to Riverside Cemetery 
where Tom. 
who 
alway s 
felt 
lost, now can be found by any 
stranger. He is buried in a wood­ 
land setting by his father and 
• luther, and on his tombstone 
is this apt quotation from one of 
his own books:

had the priv ilege of growing u p in "mall Ohio com m u nities in 
the early part of this centu ry , and one of my most inspirational 
memories centers arou nd M emorial D ay and the old soldiers of 
the Civ il War. 
T o me. M emorial D ay mas one of tho moat mov ing of all the na ­ 
tional holiday s. I was stirred by the speeches and m artial mu sic from 
the bandstand or cem etery on w hat we called “Decoration Day .* 
T here was something abou t the newness of life th at the Spring had 
brou ght; soft su nshine falling on the fresh green grass of early su m ­ 
m er, the misty hills in the distance, tlie sou nd of stirring national 
(tongs, ami abov e all. the softly flapping Hag in the gentle breeze as 
the speak er told u s of ou r cou ntry , the deep dev otion of its heroes, 
and recou nted once more the stirring episodes of ou r heroic past. 
And m any a lazy su m m er afternoon, I sat on tile coping arou nd 
the old cou rthou se listening to the v eterans of the Civ il W ar tell of 
th eir ex periences in tho epic stru ggle between the States. A boy 's 
im agination qu ick ly sent him off behind long colu m ns of blu e or grey , 
and to him, su ch name* as A nticu m , Tha W ilderness, Shiloh, and 
G etty sbu rg became v ery real and meaningfu l. 
Those old soldiers u sed to talk gratefu lly of Lincoln’s insistence 
th a t those who had borne the heat of the battle and the bu rden of 
the stru ggle, ;he widow and the orphan, were to be giv en not chanty , 
bu t their rightfu l du o as the dependents of those brav e men who had 
fou ght to preserv e liberty and to k eep the Union intact. It was re­ 
garded as a sacred du ty of the nation, and the nation k ept faith with 
its v eterans. 
In those day s, as now, were m any who had been disabled by the 
stru ggle. T heir ability to compete in life had been redu ced by wou nds 
su ffered in battle Ev en as a boy I remember hearing how it seemed 
they were thou ght of only on su ch day s as M em orial Day , when 
orators, ferv ent in their patriotism , remembered, if only for a day , 
the long continu ing sacrifice m ade not by those who had died in 
battle, hu t by the disabled who were to liv e for m any y ears following 
tile great stru ggle. 
T he he roe* of W orld W ar I and W orld W ar II and the K orean 
W’a r are, of cou rse, men w-ho, with no concern for themselv es, gav e 
th eir liv es that freedom m ight liv e. We can nev er do them adequ ate 
honor. And, we mu st nev er forget them. They died in their y ou ng 
life, forsak ing the opportu nities of the y ears that the rest of u s might 
liv e and dev elop ou r highest hopes and dream s. 
Howev er, there are other liv ing heroes who depriv ed themselv es of 
either phy sical, emotional, or m ental health for u s and for their fellow 
cou ntry m en. It wou ld be as wrong for u s to neglect or forget them as 
their bu ddies who today sleep on some Pacific Island or in a E u ropean 
cem etery . A hero dead or a hero maimed and disabled are both du e 
ou r equ al gratitu de and ou r u nceasing dev otion. 
We mu st nev er forget that the most effectiv e way of honoring those 
who hav e died is to remember the liv ing disabled, th at their liv es m ay 
be rich and fu ll. They are a great asset to ou r cou ntry as the liv ing 
em bodim ent of dev otion to freedom. A cou ntry is recreant indeed 
which does not ev erlastingly k eep aliv e gratefu l appreciation to those 
who su ffered disability to perpetu ate ev ery thing th at we Americans 
hold dear. 
T here cou ld be no better tim e than on M emorial D ay to resolv e 
th a t we shall gratefu lly su pport the honored men and 
women who hav e su ffered disability from the w ars of 
the United States.

Why such a superhighw ay *net- 
w o rk ’’ For one thing: Defense, or 
speed in case of war. F or another: 
T o m eet traffic needs. Ten y ears 
^ Hgo there w ere 34 million reg ister­ 
e d vehicles on the highways. To­ 
d ay th ere a re 62 millions. In IO 
y ears there will be about 85 m il­ 
lion. 
But the 27'i billion dollars for 
the superhighw ays is not all the 
m oney the governm ent and states 
will spend on highways. They will 
probably spend an additional 23

Where does the new super- 
system fit jn to this picture? 
Of the 240,000 miles of p rim a ry 
roads, 40,000 will be designated as 
p art of the in terstate system .

Some of those 40,000 miles will 
be widened, straightened out, o v er­ 
p a s s e d or underpassed, or o th er­ 
wise im proved.

bom here IOO years old at hi* 
birth. Or so he always felt. 
He was the youngest of eight 
children, the “ baby” in the fam ­ 
ily.

had the privilege of growing up in small Ohio communities in 
the early part of this century, and one of my most inspirational 
memories centers around Memorial Day and the old soldiers of 
the Civil War. 
T o me, Memorial Day was one of the most moving of all the na­ 
tional holidays. I was stirred by the speeches and martial music from 
the bandstand or cemetery on what we called “Decoration Day.* 
There was something about the newness of life that the Spring had 
brought; soft sunshine falling on the fresh green grass of early sum­ 
mer, the rxwty hills in the distance, the sound of stirring national 
songs, and above all, the softly flapping flag in the gentle bree re as 
the speaker told us of our country, the deep devotion of its heroes* 
and recounted once more the stirring episodes of our heroic past. 
And many a lazy summer afternoon* I sat on the coping around 
the old courthouse listening to the veterans of the Civil W ar tell of 
their experiences in the epic struggle between the States. A boy’s 
imagination quickly sent him off behind long columns of blue or grey, 
and to him, such names as Antietam, Ths Wilderness, Shiloh, and 
Gettysburg became very real and meaningful. 
Those old soldiers used to talk gratefully of Lincoln’s insistence 
that those who had borne the heat of the battle and the burden of 
the struggle, the widow and the orphan, were to be given not chanty, 
but their rightful due as the dependents of those brave men who had 
fought to preserve liberty and to keep the Union intact It was re­ 
garded as a sacred duty of the nation, and the nation kept faith with 
its veterans. 
In those days, as now, were many who had been disabled by the 
struggle. Their ability to compete in life had been reduced by wounds 
suffered in battle Kvon as a boy I remember hearing how it seemed 
they were thought of only on such days as Memorial Day, when 
orators* fervent in their patriotism, remembered, if only for a day, 
the long continuing sacrifice made not by those who had died in 
battle, but by the disabled who were to live for many years following 
the great struggle. 
The heroes of World W ar I and World W ar II and the Korean 
W ar are, of course, men who, with no concern for themselves, gave 
their lives that freedom might live. We can never do them adequate 
honor. And, we must never forget them. They died in their young 
life, forsaking the opportunities of the year- that the rest of us might 
live and develop our highest hopes and dreams. 
However, there are other living heroes who deprived themselves of 
either physical, emotional, or mental health for us and for their fellow 
countrymen. It would be as wrong for us to neglect or forget them as 
their buddies who today sleep on some Pacific Island or in a European 
cemetery. A hero dead or a hero maimed and disabled are both due 
our equal gratitude and our unceasing devotion. 
We must never forget that the most effective way of honoring those 
who have died is to remember the living disabled, that their lives m ar 
be rich and full. They are a great asset to our country as the living 
embodiment of devotion to freedom. A country is recreant indeed 
which does not everlastingly keep alive grateful appreciation to those 
who suffered disability to perpetuate everything that we Americans 
hold dear. 
There could be no better time than on Memorial Day to resolve 
that we shall gratefully support the honor'd men and 
women who have suffered disability from tile wars of 
the United States.
